The question has now arisen as to 
whether the ordinance really passed, 
and attorneys in this city hold that it 
did not, giving as a reason that it 
takes a majority of all the members 
elect to pass an ordinance. 
Section 1691 of the Ohio manual for 
councilmen says: 
“Ordinances, 
resolutions 
and 
by­ 
laws shall require for their passage 
or adoption the concurrence of a ma­ 
jority of all the members elected.” 
The same authority also says 
it 
shall take a two-thirds vote to sus­ 
pend the rules. 
In this case every­ 
thing was proper, as seven members 
voted to suspend the rules and only 
one against. 
President Marshall in declaring the 
ordinance 
passed took the position 
that it required a majority of 
the 
members of council present and vot­ 
ing. 
There is no doubt whatever 
but 
that the liverymen of the city will 
carry the m atter to court before they 
will pay the license fee, and in the 
event of a probable action the ordi­ 
nance may be called up again and re­ 
passed, but not until after an opinion 
is given by the city solicitor.

pléé as marshal,” and is as follow's: , 
Now comes Waiter C. Su ppléé, as 
marshal of the v illage of Lisbon, ana 
mov es the cou ncil of said v illage to 
dismiss the charges filed against him 
as marshal by the v illage cou ncil at 


the requ est of one Frank Shriv er, for 
the toliowing reasons, towit: 
First—There is no law in the state 
u f Ohio and no ordinances in the v il 
lage of Lisbon au thorizing the v illage 
cou ncil to prefer charges before the 
v illage cou ncil or to try the marshal, 
who was elected by the people u nder 
the laws of Ohio and not by the v ii 
lu ge cou ncil u pon any su ch charges 
• 
Second—For the v illage cou ncil to 
prefer charges against an ofilcer ana 
to try the officer u pon su ch charges 
making the cou ncil both prosecu tor 
and trial cou rt is contrary to ev ery 
law, to ev ery principle of equ ity ana 
ju stice in the history of Ohio. 
■Third—There is no charge in the 
complaint of Frank Shriv er for the

Messenger Casey lived at No. 125 
Davenport, street. He was 42 years of 
ige and had been employed by the

Conductor Connell was standing in the

The 
conductor 
was thrown forward, but managed to 
get to shore, a few feet distant. He J 
lives at No. 16 Dunham place. Cough- 
inour was removed to the Cleveland 
General hospital. 
The Message of Death, 
which brought grief and sorrow to the 
bonn’ of Michael Casey, the 
express 
messenger, at 
No. 
125 
Davenport 
street, was carried by the dead man s 
brother, John Casey. 
Mrs. Casey and her two children, 
Elmer and Maynard, the latter a mere 
babe, were at the 
breakfast 
table 
when the news of the 
wreck reached 
'hem, John Casey went to the house 
and from the 
expression on his face 
Mrs. Casey saw that something 
had 
happened. 
Knowing that her husband 
should have been home at that time, 
she divined what it was. 
John Casey 
told hor what had occurred as simply 
and in as few words as he could. Mrs. 
Casey could hardly believe that it was 
true, aud said that until she had seen 
ber husband’s dead body she would 
not believe it. 
It was a grief stricken 
trio that stood in the

when later reports confirmed the sad 
news. 
Casey was 42 years old. 
For 
15 years he had been employed by the 
Adams Express company.

then as a driver.

as m essenger between this city and 
Pittsburg.

ploye. 
When he left here at 3 o’clock Mon­ 
day afternoon he Intended taking the 
next train back when he reached Pitts­ 
burg. This would bring him back here 
at 5 o’clock W ednesday morning. He

umil Thursday morning. However, be 
f°nld have left Pittsburg Wednesday 
doming and arrived here about noon.

Mrs. Coughanour 
was present at the hospital when her 
husband was brought in.

A machine was placed in operation 
Wednesday at the 
W. 
F. 
Dawson 
cooper shop on the Horn switch th at 
promises to completely revolutionize 
the trade. 
The apparatus is known as the Gar- 
lach automatic 
crazing, chamfering 
and equalizing machine, and is 
the 
first, machine of its kind ever turned 
out. 
it was made in Cleveland, par­ 
tially under the direction of Mr. Daw­ 
son. and works perfectly. 
Tho apparatus is intended to pre­ 
pare the ends of the staves for the 
formation of a barrel or cask, and 
will take In a stave anywhere from 
16 to 42 Inches in length. 
The machine as It now stands can 
be made to turn out 50.000 staves a 
day. although but 20,000 
dally are 
mad* at present. 
Tbi#,i*iin increase 
of IOO per cent over the old hand 
method, and means a great deal 
to 
both m anufacturer and employe, as it 
will enable t h e 'coopers 
to 
devote 
time to some other departm ent of the 
work. 
Two distinct kinds of finished ends 
can b<* made with but a slight change 
of dies. and one 
great 
advantage 
which the new machine possesses lies 
in the 
fact that only a few minutes 
delay is necessary to sharpen 
the 
saws and bits, while 
there is abso­

from broken staves. 
John Abram, lately employed by the 
Standard Oil company at Cleveland, 
operates the

the laws of Ohio and not by the vii 
luge council upon any such charges 
■ Second—For the village council to 
prefer charges against an officer ana 
to try the officer upon such charges, 
making the council both prosecutor 
and trial court is contrary to 
every 
law, to every principle of equity ana 
justice in the history of Ohio. 
“Third—There is no charge in the 
complaint of Frank Shriver for 
the 
resolution of the council of the vil­ 
lage of Lisbon, of any conduct or of 
any act done by said W. C. Supplee 
as such 
marshal, 
which 
is 
made 
grounds for the removal of such offi­ 
cer, either by ordinance of the village 
of Lisbon or by the laws of the state 
of Ohio.
